PREVIOUS CONVICTIONS 


MENTIONED IN ASSIZE CASE. 


The Court of Criminal Appeal in London 
esterday allowed ‘the sppeals of Harold 
Malcolm Graham and Thomas Anderson, and 
quashed their convictions at Leeds Assizes 
for uttering a forged document. The sen- 
tences imposed were seven years and three 
years’ penal servitude, respectively. The Lord 
Chief Justice said that at the earlies 
moments of the trial mention was made of 
previous convictions against one of the ap. 
pellants. That was an unfortunate error, 
and it was not possible for the Court to say 
that if those features had been absent the 
jury would have come to the same conclusion 
as they did. The Court had no alternative 
but to allow the appeals and quash the 
convictions.

CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


The closing months of the current financial 
year are bringing anxiety to those respec 
for the work of the Church Missionary 
Society.

Some idea of the gravity of the 
financial situation may be obtained from the 
fact that on December 31 the receipts were 
£27,000 behind those of the preceding year,

BUSINESS PROBLEMS. 

“The problems which concern the busi- 
ness community more directly—including 
labour conditions, transport and crushing 
rates and taxes—muat ved before a 
sound basis of progress and prosperity can be 
laid. . Strikes of an unusually serious and 
rolonged character occurr in © Dublin 
fusing the year: notably those of dockers, sea- 
men, carters, druggists and chemical workers. 
If the attitude and methods of the labour 
organisers in these disputes reflect the views 
of the workers themselves, the prospect of 
enduring peace is yet remote. 

“No appreciable relief from excessive local 
rates appears to be in sight, especially in view 
of the impatient temper in which responsible 
representations and suggestions are received 
by the taxing authority, Meantime business 
interests are cing ruinously affected. State 
credit and financial stability will be materially 
atrengthened by the hig successful first 
issue of ten millions of National Loan in 
November last. it may be expected that the 
result will have the further effect of en- 
couraging business enterprise throughout. the

Army Contracts.—The attention of the 
Council having been drawn to the fact that 
the Free State Eovetnsad® had placed an 
order in England for 20,000 mattresses, and 
that Irish firms had not been given an oppor- 
tunity of submitting quotations, representa- 
tions were made to the Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce, and an assurance was ob- 
tained that Irish firms would be given an 
opportunity of quoting for all goods required 
by Government Departments. 

Double Ta: The Council is of opinion 
that it should be possible for the Free State 
Revenue authorities to effect a working ar- 
rangement with the British Revenue guthori- 
ties that would simplify and expedite the 
obtaining of double taxation relief by all Free 
State residents holding British investments. 
Such an arrangement as the Council has in 
mind would not only expedite the recovery of 
relief by the taxpayer, but would also expe- 
dite the collection of tax by the Free State 
and minimise the expense to which Great 
Britain will be pat in dealing with claims 
under the existing arrangements. 

Representations have also been made to the 
Minister of Finance respecting double taxa- 
tion of dividends on Colonial industrial in- 
vestments, the income of which is id 
through Great Britain; and is subjected to 
both British and Colonial tax as well as Free 


le} State tax. Under the existing arrangements 


the Free State taxpayer cannot obtain any 
relief in respect of the Colonial tax deducted 
from such income. 

Postal Services.—Reforms have beén made, 
but there is still room for considerable im- 
provement in the postal, telegraph and tele- 
phone services. On the question of postal 
charges, the Council holds the view that they 
constitute a serious handicap on trade, and 
must be brought down to the scale in force 
in Great Britain and the Northern Parlia- 
ment. Parcel rates are much too high and 
a letter from the Shetland Islands through 
Dublin to Tralee; for éxample, cost less than 
a letter from one part of the City of Dublin 
to another.

RAILWAY REORGANISATION. 

Following reports of railway unification, a 
deputation waited on Président Cosgrave and 
hie advisers. ‘Full information, which is not 
yet ripe for public reference, was readily 
accorded to them. It may be said also that 
the Government is still open to receive further 
representations from responsible quarters, 
and your Council, as soon as circumstances 
permit, and after due consideration, will pre- 
sent a considered series of proposals on the 
subject. In opposition to unification, as 
favoured by the Government, your Gouncil in- 
clines to the View that it would be almost, ,if 
not quite, as fatal to the efficiency of trans- 
port as nationalisation itself, and that no 
scheme which excludes healthy competition 
will give real protection in the future to rail- 
way users.” 

Early Closing of Railway Yards.—Goods 
yards are still being closed at 5 o'clock, 
though the railway companies were asked to 
alter the hours from 8 a.m-5 p.m. to 8.30 
a.m.-5.50 p.m. It is intended to press once 
more for the desired alteration. 

Cc Examination at Kingstown.—It was 
suggested by ne London, Midland, and Scot- 
ish Railway Company to the Revenue Com- 
missioners that as the construction of the pier 
would not permit of accémmodation that 
would ensure the comfort of passengers, their 
luggage should be examined at the railway 
termini in Dublin. The reply wae that exami- 
nation at Kingstown was economical, and that 
examination at Dublin was impracticable in 
view of the short interval between train arri- 
vals and departures.

THE DRINK TRAFFIC. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—From time time many letters 
appear in your valuable columns showing the 
excessive profits being made at present by 
Dublin publicans. . Such letters are only 
wasting valuable space, as the ordinary man 
in the street is by this time fully conversant 
with the facts, and is only hoping that those 
in power will have sufficient courage to 
grapple with the situation. It is now quite 
evident that the Dublin publican wil) not 
make such reductions in his prices as would 
leave him a reasdnable profit, and the only 
theahs of bringing him to his senses would be 
as follows :— 


1. The Government should issue in the 


Dublin Metropolitan Area two hundred tem- | 


porary licences for the sale of stout, porter. 
and beer only. 

2. Temporary licences should be granted for 
a period of three years, but not longer than 
five years, and whilst in operation should be 
subject to the existing licensing laws. 

4. Any person who holds (or has held 
during the past twelve months) a wine, beer 
and spirit licence, or who is or has been in- 
terested therein, should not be granted a 
temporary licence. 

4. Prices of stout, porter and beer sold on 
such premises should be subject to regulation 
by the Ministry of Industry and Commeree, 
and price lists should be prominently ex- 
posed in such prernises. 7 

5. Premises utilised and locality should be 
subject to. Government approval. 

6. Rents of such premises used should be 
subject to the Rents Restriction Act so as 
to prevent exorbitant prices from béing de- 
marided for likely premises. 

That such an extension of licences would be 
ati inducement to drink and drunkenness is 
not the case, as it would have just the 
very opposite effect. Any person who has been 
on the Continent must have been struck by 
the number of places where drink is offered 
for sale—even in fruit shops and picture post- 
card stalls wine and beer may be purchased— 
and cases of drunkennéss are the exception, 
whereas in.the United States of America, 
where prohibition is in force, the number of 
arrests for drunkenness is increasing rapidly 
each month. The issuing of temporary 
licences is, therefore, the only method of 
bringing the Dublin publican to his senses. 

For long enough the licensed trade has had 
(lovernment protéction. No new 
have been issued for many years, with the 
result that the business is now in the hands 
of a “ring, many of whom are amaasing 
wealth at an améalng rate. Quite recently 
a public-houge was sold in Dublin for 
$22,000, while the will of a member of the 
licensed trade in Dublin was receritly preven 
for a sum which almost ran to six figures. 
s it not now time that the Government 
should withdraw some of the protection ex- 
tended to publicans and give a little protec- 
tion to the working mati? The thinking and 
drinking population are the db ge who count 
in the work-a-day world, and as soon as they 
et the consideration they deserve from the 

ovetnment so soon will all employers of

BISHOPS URGED TO ACCEPT 
ASSOCIATIONS LAW, 


PARIS, Thursday. 

The Pope’s letter to the French bishops, 
in which he invites them to permit the for- 
mation of Diocesan Associations to administer 
ecclesiastical property in France, has been re- 
ceived with general satisfaction. Ever since 
1905, the date of the separation of Church 
and State in France, these Associations, which 
were provided for by law at that time in 
order to give the Church, after its separa- 
tion, a definite status, have been in abeyance. 

It was in 1920 that the subject of the 
Associations was taken up officially by the 
Vatican. When Pius XI. succeeded to the 
Pontificate he. found that a draft plan for the 
establishment of the Diocesan Associations 
had been drawn up by his predecessor, and he 
took the decisive step of asking the French 
Government if this plan was acceptable to 
them. 

The. present letter to the French bishops, 
not ordering, but permitting, the formation 
of Diocesan Associations, declares that His 
Holiness, while condemning the Separation 
Taw, but considering that  circum- 
stances and the relations between 
the Apostolic See’ and the French 
Republic have undergone a profound change, 
is ready to allow a trial to be made of the 
Diocesan Associations on condition that the 
supreme interests of the Church 2nd of 
religion are safeguarded. 

The French Jaw. on the subject provides 
for the formation of associations comprising 
bishops and lay and clerical members, with 
their headquarters: at the bishoprics. The 
aim of such associations is defined as ‘‘ to 
provide for the expenditure and upkeep of 
the Catholic religion under the authority of 
the bishop in communion with the Holy See.” 
A. bishop becomes automatically president of 
the association of his diocese. 

The manner in which the Pope’s letter has 
heen received is well indicated by the 
Journal des Débats, which writes :—‘‘ We 
cannot doubt that such words, coming from 
so high a source, will be heard. We sincerely

MODIFIED AMENDMENT 
REJECTED. 


Lord Glenavy took the chair in the Senate 
at ó p.m. yesterday, 
The House immediately resumed the dis- 
cussion on the Fisheries Bill. The subject 
matter was the amendment of the Senate to 
insert a new Section 9 to the bill, as 
follows — i 
“ No penalty inflicted under this Act shall 
be reduced or remitted, save on the recom- 
mendation of the judge or justice who imposes 
such’ penalty, and any recommendation for 
such reduction or remission shall be made at 
the same time as the penalty is imposed.”’ 
_ The Chairman said that the discussion had 
been suspended for the purpose of enabling 
the Government to consider the effect of cer- 
tain additional words to the amendment. The 
Minister would tell them the Government’s 
views. 
The Minister for Fisheries said that the 
modified amendment had been considered by 
the Government, and it had been found un- 
acceptable, probably for Constitutional 
reasons on which he did not claim to be com- 
petent to speak. . 
The Minister was proceeding to discuss the 
general principle of the bill, when the Chair- 
man suggested that Mr.. Lynch should defer 
his remarks until he had the views of the 
Senate. 

The Chairman said the position was whether 
the Senate would adhere to its amendment, 
or would alter it in any shape or form; or 
whether it would acquiesce in its being turned 
down by the Dail. The motion before tne 
House when the debate stopped on Wednes- 
day, was moved by Senator Jamesou, and was 
to add to the amendment :—‘* Save and 
except in any case in which the Minister of 
Fisheries should certify that he has been satis- 
fied that a miscarriage of justice had taken 
Ea That was the matter before the 

oige. 


Senator Jameson said that he hoped that in 
dealing with the matter the Minister would 
have given them some reasons why the 
altered amendment was not acceptable to the 
Government. 

The Chairman said that he was responsible 
for that, as he considered that it would not 
have been fair to ask the Minister to make a 
general statement before he had heard the 
reasons given by the members.of the Senate. 
But if the members preferred to hear the 
Minister first he was entirely in the hands of 


the House. 
THE PROBLEM. 


Mr. Jameson said that the point he was 
anxious to make was that there was really no 
difference of opinion amongst them at níl as 
regarded the bill, and they believed that the 
intentions of the Ministry in introducing It 
were theirs. The question of the meriis of 
this amendment was another thing. 

They had done their best on the previous 
day to meet the Government on the one point 
on which it made some real and adequate 
objection to that amendment. If the Govern- 
ment had other reasons for turning down the 
Senate, and if the Minister could show them 
why the Government considered the amend- 
ment injudicious, it would be a very wise line 
for the Minister to let them hear what they 
were. 

Sir Thomas Esmonde said that he agreed 
with Senator Jameson. The difference was 
very small between the two Houses. Why 
should they not come to some arrangement 
which would preserve the dignity of both 
sides He would. like to know why the 
Minister had not been, able to accept the 
amendment of yesterday, and if the Minister 
could make any suggestion as to how they 
could get out of this ampasse. 

Ea asail said he would second Senator 
Jameson's motion. It had not been seconded 
vesterday. The matter had now resolved 
into a difference on the Constitutional rela- 
tions between the two Houses, and the sooner 
they made up their minds the better. 

Mr. Guinness said that the Minister had on 
a former occasion stated that it was the 3n- 
tention of the Government shortly to introduce 
a bill dealing with the whole question of 
fisheries. Would the Minister give any under- 
taking that in framing that bill he would 
consider the views of the Senate with regar 
to remission with a view to their possible 
adoption? That assurance might satisfy the 
House. 

The Chairman said that that would be a 
complete abandonment by the Senate of. its 
position, and he thought that would be a 
very unsatisfactory solution, Let them see if 
they could bring about some compromise in

JUDICIARY BILL. 
CONVENIENCE OF MINISTERS. 


The Courts of Justice Bill (Committee stage) 
was the next item on the agenda, and 

The Minister for Home Affairs said that 
the President of the Dail desired to know 
if it would meet the convenience of the 
senators to take the Public Safety (Powers of 
Arrest and Detention) Temporary Bill. 

The Chairman said that, as he stated on the 
previous day, and as he would repeat that 
day, he was very anxious to oblige Ministers, 
and more particularly the President, for he 
knew how very busy he was, and that even 
when he was in that Chamber for a short 
time how infrequently messengers came in to 
him. He did not, however, think, having 
tegard to the amount of opposition that the 
Public Safety Bill received the previous day 
on the second reading stage, that it would 
be reasonable to ask that ouse to deal with 
it that day. He understood certain members 
of the House proposed to put down amend- 
ments to it, and he thought that it would be 
to the advantage of the Minister to see these, 
so that he might not be taken by surprise. 

The Minister for Home Affairs intimated 
that he would inform the President that the 
Courts of Justice Bill was being taken now. 

The Chairman said that if the President 
came in he might induce the House to go on 
with the Public Safety Bill. He only desired 
to tell him the position. 

_ Senator O'Farrell said that he was about to 
object to the bill when! the Minister inter- 
vened. The bill was a very important one, as 
it affected the people. It was introduced on 
the 11th December, and it reached that House 
on the 23rd of January, and the Minister 
sought to have it passed on the 24th. Their 
own Standing Orders provided—‘‘Amendments 
to bills shall not be handed in later than 11 
o'clock on the day preceding that on which it 
shall be discussed.” They had only given the 
bill a second reading, and no attempt had been 
made to comply with Standing Orders. To 
suggest that right away they should proceed 
to discuss it in Committee was absolutely un- 
reasonable. He was afraid that it was another 
case of taking it for granted on the part of 
Ministers so far as that House was concerned. 
ov objected to the bill being discussed that 
ay. 
The Chairman aid that he understood the 
bill should come into operation on February 


rd. 
The Minister for Home Affairs—On the Ist

The Chairman said that if it was to come 
into operation on February Ist it did not leave 
much time for the House to discuss it, and

MR. JAMES LARKIN AND 
GERMANY, 


IRISH TOBACCO WORKERS. 


Mr. James Larkin has published in the cur- 
rent issue of the ‘Jrish Worker, of which he 
is editor, an article headed—‘*I am not 
leaving the country”. At a EI meeting, 
in the Mansion House, Dublin, last night, 
however, he declared that the report that he 
had applied for a passport was substantially 
correct, and that he is to go to Germany... 

He then went on to say that the statement 
which was made this week in the Chancerv 
Division, that he was leaving Dublin was 
“half the truth, and half a lie.” ‘‘ Why,” he 
observed with a smile, “ men leave for Ger: 
many every day, and return.” 

But how, Mr. Larkin asked, did Mr. 
Maguire find out that he intended to visit 
Germany. Nobody knew that he had applied 
| for a passport for himself and his son except 
the officials of the Government. He had 
visited the Minister of Industry and Com- 
merce in his offices, and later had called to the 
Castle to make application. How was it that 
‘*Senator’’ Foran ‘and Alderman O'Brien 
knew that he was endeavouring to get a 
passport , 

After further observations, during which 
he attacked the Irish Press, British firms and 
unions in Ireland, and shop stewards, Mr. 
Larkin explained why he wished to go to 
Germany. It was “to try and get more 
work into the port. He also desired to do 
things, of which he could not speak at the 
moment, in the interest of the Irish Transport 
and General Workers Union. 

When in America, Mr. Larkin proceeded, 
he had not applied to the British for a pass: 
port, because he knew he would not get it. 
He had not yet got a rt to Germany, 
but it was with confiderfce that he applied for 
one, as he supposed that by this time 
poopie thought that he was “half a decent 
ellow.”” 

In the course of his address, Mr. Larkin 
claimed that Dublin workers should be given 
all the work in Dublin. He went on to say 
that, although hundreds of workers conriected 
with the Irish tobacco industry were unem- 
ployed, Messrs. Wills, the English firm, had 
declined to employ in their Dublin factory 
any members of the Transport Union, any 
former’ employés of well-known Irish 
tobacco company, or any woman over 26 years 
of age. 

On Mr, Larkin’s motion, a resolution of 
sympathy was passed with the workers in 
Russia on the death of Lenin, ’ The resolution 
also expressed sympathy with Lenin’s widow. 


NATIONAL HEALTH 
INSURANCE. 


COURT OF INQUIRY’S AWARD. 


The British Ministry of Health last night 
issued the following award of the Court of 
Inquiry on the question of the remuneration 
of National Health. Insurance practitioners. 
It contains the following :— 

“We, the, undersigned, being the Court of 
Inquiry appointed by a minute of the Minister 
of Health and the Secretary for Scoffand, 
dated the 12th September, 1923, have inquired 
into the matter in such minute, and hereby 
report that the amount of the capitation fee 
insured person per annum, on the basis of 
which the Central Practitioners’ Fund; under 
Article 19 of the National Health Insurance 
(Medical Benefit) Regulations (1924) should 
be calculated, as from the Ist January, 1924, 
so as to effect adequate remuneration for the 
time and service to be given by general prac- 
titioners under the conditions set out in those 
regulations, in connection with the medical 
attendance and treatment of insured persons, 
due regard being had to the service in fact 
rendered under the regulations hitherto in 
force, such capitation fee not to include any 
payment in respect of the supply of drugs and 
appliances, nor any payments to mect the 
special conditions of practice in rural and 
mere areas, a yw shillings. 

“Tn course of the inquirv it was s 
on behalf of the Minister Mt chaid sg the 
Secretary for Scotland and on behalf of the 
British Medical Association, that our finding 
was only intended to be binding for the vear 
from the Ist January. 1924, to the 3ist 
December, 1924, but that both parties de- 
sired the court to make a recommendation 
‘covering such longer period as we should think 
fit. We, therefore, recommend that the capi- 
tation fee of nine shillings, so found by us. 
should remain in force for a period of three 
years from the 31st December, 1924.”

Shortly after this declaration it was stated 
that the Cabinet had sted. the Minister 
of Labour to present a report on the strike 
situation, and that Mr. Shaw,. with Miss 
Bondfield, the Parliamentary Secretary, were 
engaged on a preliminary inquiry. : 

Apart from*any action that may follow on 
this inquiry and report, it seems likely that 
the strike will drift on into next week. If, 
however, it is decided that the time is ripe 
for Government intervention, the parties will 
probably be summoned without delay to the 
Ministry of Labour. : 

It is estimated that £6,000 to £8,000 a day 
is being expended in strike pay by the men’s 
union, the members receiving 4s. per day, 
‘and 2s. for each child. It is thought that 
the union may make a-levy on its members 
who are still working on the Irish railways, 
the London underground and tubes, and one 
or two very small ungrouped railways. 

The Rosslare to Fishguard express service, 
which was suspended at the outbreak of the 
strike, was resumed yesterday.

DUBLIN CATTLE MARKET. 


PRICES UNAFFECTED. 

Contrary to expectation, trade for cattle in 
the Dublin market yesterday was remarkably 
brisk, late rates being obtained without difh- 
culty. Consignors had evidently been 
warned against forwarding too many stock in 
view of the British railway strike and its 
probable reaction upon the cattle trade. As 
a result supplies showed a falling off com- 
pared with last week s market. The eféct 
was surprising, and certainly gratified those 
who had animals on offer. With a brisk de- 
mand, an early clearance was effected. Exten- 
sive purchases were made by cross-Channel 
buyers, who apparently expected little diffi- 
culty in getting their animals home. 

On making inquiries, an Jrish J'imes repre- 
sentative learned that no fewer than 2,000 
cattle and 1,500 sheep and pigs were shipped 
by four vessels of the British and Irish 
Steam, Packet Company. Two of these 
steamers sailed for Manchester, and one for 
Preston with live stock and general cargo, 
while an express boat left the. North Wall 
for Liverpool with passengers, live stock and 
general cargo: As a rule, five steamers are 
despatched by this company on market days 
from Dublin. . 

No difficulty has been experienced in the 
delivery of live stock. and goods at all stations 
on the old London and Yorkshire Railway, 
and live stock and foodstuffs are being 
accepted for most stations on the London, 
Midland and Scottish system. This company 
despatched about 600 cattle and a large num- 
ber of other animals for distribution over their 
system. Fh 

For Heysham yesterday the Burns-Laird 
Company sent one boat from the North Wall 
with 400 cattle. Their Glasgow boat was 
late in arriving with a heavy cargo, and was 
not ready for despatch last night. It will 
sail to-night. 

On the whole, the railway strike has not 
affected the cattle trade to any great extent, 
but late rates would not have been main- 
tained if it had not been for the short supply.

THE LOST DIXMUDE. 


AIRSHIP STRUCK BY 


LIGHTNING. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CorRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Thursday. 

Colonel Girod, who is investigating the. loss 
of the dirigible Dixmude, has ascertained that 
the airship was struck by lightning on 
December 21 at 2 a.m. while travelling at an 
altitude of 6,000 feet. 

He further concludes that Lieutenant Du 
Plessis de Grenedan, the commander, main- 
tained wireless communication with the 
French Naval Service until fifteen minutes 
before the airship was struck by lightning, 
sending a final message and taking the radio 
antennae inside for fear they would attract 
ughtning. 

The discovery of the Dixmude’s half-burned 
flag proves that the airship caught fire for- 
ward and that the flames travelled towards 
the rear, says Colonel Girod. This would 
account for the fact that the body of the 
commander was not burned, for he would have’ 
been occupying the front cabin.

Phe trial of Mr. William H. Anderson, 
described as the New York State Superin- 
tendent of the Anti-Saloon League, on a 
charge of forgery in the third degree was 
begun here to-day. 

The accused, who, it was alleged, altered 
the financial records, of the League, took the 
witness stand in his own ‘defence, 

Under cross-examination, Anderson stated 
that a .“‘ mysterious . benefactor” named 
John. T. King, out of goodness of heart, 
loaned him in small sums covering a period 
of a year over $20,000, which he in turn 
loaned to the League. The witness said that 
he had not seen King since s-ing’s bene- 
factions to him were made in 1912. 

An attempt by the prosecuting attorney 
and the Court to learn for what services King 
gave Anderson the money failed. Anderson 
revealed that the total contributions of 
Messrs. Rockefeller, senior and junior, to the 
League had approximated $75,000 yearly until 
they were discontinued because the Rocke- 
fellers learned that solicitors recei id com-

COURT OF INQUIRY’S AWARD. 


There are several aspects of the award 
announced yesterday by the Court of toquity 
into the remuneration of panel doctors whic 
will give general satisfaction, remarks 
The Times editorially.

REVOLUTIONARY POLICY 
CONDEMNED. 

Through the courtesy of Mr. St. Nihal 
Singh, a Special Correspondent of the Hindu 
and other newspapers, who is at present on a 
special newspaper mission to Ireland, the 
Friak Times is able to print the following 
statement sent to him by Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald on the eve of his coming into office :— 

““I watch, sometimes with no little anxiety, 
the progress of affairs in India. During all 
my political life I have anchored myself firmly 
upon the conviction that, if progress is to be 
well rooted, it cam only be carried’ on by 
what is called political or constitutional’ ways.

“I deplore the evidence of a backward 
spirit in some sections here. And let no one 
misread causes and effects. When an appeal 
is made to revolutionary methods, whether 
these methods are active forces or passive 
forces, a reaction towards the opposite ex- 
treme is bound to come, and men and parties 
of most sincere good-will are hustled off the 
stage, whilst the two forms of reaction—that 
of Right and that of Left—kick and tear and 
sweat against each other, until the failure of 
both has been demonstrated.

Mr. John Bagwell said that he had seen a 
good deal of the operation of age limits, and 
had been struck by the waste of good ex- 
perience and ability which they entailed. 

The Chairman said that he had the 
strongest sympathy and support for the sug- 
gestion, that whatever the age limit, it should 
be a definite one, and that there should be 
no power in the Executive or anybody else 
to prolong the period. A judge, under the 
section, would for five years be dependent 
on the discretion of the Crown whether he 
should be retained in the position or not. It 
would give ground in the public mind for 
suggesting that he was influenced for or 
against the Government according as they 
decided to retain him or get rid of him. 


BRITISH PRACTICE. 


When they came to the question, what the 
age of retirement should be, he wished to re- 
mind the House that, under the old British 
constitutional practice, under which judges 
up to the present held office, they held oifice 
during good behaviour, and there was at no 
time any power to remove a judge who had 
manifestly become either physically or 
mentally incapable, unless he was willing to 
recognise the fact himself, and retire. Speak- 
ing generally, almost universally, the judges 
had recognised the fact. A judge lived and 
did his work in the eyes of the public and of 
the profession, and no se ih at. judge, 
once he realised that he had become incap- 
able of discharging his duties, had ever, in his 
(the Chairman’s) long experience, held out 
against public opinion. 

On the contrary, he had known some of 
them, most eminent judges—Chief Baron 
Palles was a remarkable example, and there 
was another example of a judge still living at 
well over eighty years of age, who had re- 
mained a judge until he was eighty—who were 

robably the most brilliant members of the 
Bench in their day, and up to the day they 
retired. There was on the Bench to-day 4 
judge who was at least four score years, and 
it was certainly the impression of the profes- 
sion and of his colleagues that at no time had 
he shown greater judicial capacity of the 
knowledge of the law than he had shown 
in recent years. If anybody thought that an 
eminent judge of over seventy must suffer 
from senility, he would recommend him to 

o for five minutes to the Recorder’s Court in 

ublin, and he would speedily find himself 
mistaken. 

Judges were no longer entitled to hold 
office during good behaviour without limit, 
because they could be removed for incapacity. 
That was a wise provision in their new Con- 
stitution. . It would prevent the possibility of 
a judge who had become, by reason of physi- 
cal or mental infirmity, incapable of the 
proper discharge of his duties continuing in 
office indefinitely. It was in the power of the 
- Oireachtas to compel him to resign his office. 
That was a complete safeguard. 


PRESIDENT COSGRAVE. 


President Cosgrave said that the only 
reference he could find was with regard to 
circuit judges. The age in that case was 
given as 70, and they took that to apply 
to the other cases. e thought that there 
was @ growing disposition to canvass too 
much the ability of the Executive Council 
to exercise discretion in this matter. He did 
not think that any case had been put on 
substantial groun showing the Govern- 
ment’s inability to deal fairly and ro: Bw 
and without fear or favour in such cases. 
He held that the time was not likely to 
come in this rong | when any persons in 
the position of the Executive Council would 
lightly discharge their duties or be influenced 
by anything but the best interests of the 
country in deciding these matters. 

Mr. Brown said that nothing was further 
from his mind than a suggestion that the 
Executive Council would not act with the 
utmost impartiality under the section as it 
stood. He thought the Senate ought to ac-

HOUSING BILL. 


PROBLEM OF MATERIAL. 


President Cosgrave moved the second read- 
ing of the Housing (Building Facilities) Bill. 

Mr. Johnson said that the members had 
received the bill on Wednesday morning, and 
the interval did not afiord time for the 
proper consideration of the terms. With a 
view of insisting that. the Standing Orders 
should be complied with, he had notified the 
Speaker that he objected to the taking of tle 
second reading without the four days’ notice 
required by the Standing Orders. e ugreed 
to take the motion for second reading now if, 
after the President’s statement, the farther 
discussion was adjourned. 

This was agreed to, 

The President, in moving the second read- 
ing of the bill, said that when he introduced 
the measure some question arose regarding the 
use of Irish manufactured materials. Par- 
ticular stress had been laid on the manifac- 
ture of bricks. He was given to understand 
that the number of bricks required for the 
building of the better class of house proposed 
would about 17,000 per house, so that for 
the 5,000 houses the total number of bricks 
required would be somewhere in the néigh- 
bourhood of fifty millions. That was, he 
thought, a sufficient answer to those who had 
made certain representations regarding the 
conditions of the brickworks throughout the 
country. If the scheme worked, and the 
terms proposed in the bill were acceptable, it 
was on the face of it a sound proposition that 
brick manufacturers throughout the country 
should get busy, so as to have the necessary 
material available for the construction of those 
houses. 

Up to the present most of the work of 
urban and rural authorities in providing 
nouses for those for whom they were intended 
had been done. In this present bill there was 
a departure from the previous conditions, 
inasmuch as they were bringing in a different 
order, Every effort must an made to elimin- 
ate such charges as had been borne under 
the previous Acts. The Government had 
come to the conclusion that, apart from any 
culpability attaching to local authorities in 
providing housing accommodation, it was im- 
possible for them to avoid certain expenses, 
such as the collection of rents, repairs, and 
Buí matters inseparable from  administra- 

ion, 


BURDEN ON THE RATES,

An Irish Times representative interviewed 
Mr. F. W. Brine, works manager of the Irish 
Packing Company's factory at Drogheda, 
yesterday. 

Asked as to the present situation, Mr. 
Brine prefaced his remarks by stating that 
at the moment he was not in a position to 
give any information as regards the buying 
and selling-negotiations, which was a matter 
entirely for the Receiver and manager, Mr. 
Harold J. Pim, 

Discussing the contents of the article in 
Thursday's Irish Times, Mr. Brine said that 
negotiations for the purchase of the Packing 
Company's premises and plant were on foot, 
and, although he did not definitely state so, 
he gave our representative the impression that 
it is now only a question of price. As regards 
the auction of the property in September last, 
Mr, Brine said that it was not quite accurate 
to say that '“it, was intimated that £175,000 
would be accepted.” What was really in- 
timated by the auctioneer was that a bid of 
£175,000 would be considered. In this con. 
nection, Mr. Brine pointed out that the com- 
go Fa two. sister ships, the Meathside and 

uthside (which are included in the plant 
to be sold) alone cost £165,000, £40,000 more 
than the highest bid for the.whole concern. 

_ Regarding the statement that Government as- 
sistance is now virtually assured, Mr. Brine 
said that that was the most delicate feature of 
the whole negotiations, and one that he would 
not discuss I[t was quite true that the factory 
is ina better condition to-day than it was 
when they left off working three years ago. 

“ During the past three years, all through 
the summer months,” he continued, ‘‘ we have 
tun the machinery every day in conjunction 
with the manufacture of ice, which we have 
sold and distributed throughout “Ireland. ‘Dur- 
ing the winter months we ran the machinery 
once or twice a week. On other days the 
engineers are fully*occupied in putting finish- 
ing touches to the works, in expectation of a 
re-start in the near future. We are thus in 
a position to start killing at twenty-four hours’ 
notice.

SHIPBROKER’S FAILURE. 


UNSUCCESSFUL EFFORT TO 


HELP RECONSTRUCTION. 


Arising out of the failure of Mr. Howard 
Houlder, described as a shipbroker, of St. 
Helen’s place, London, creditors yesterday 
met at the London Bankruptcy Court. It 
was stated that Mr. Houlder roughly esti- 
mated his unsecured liabilities at £105,800, 
and: expected his assets to realise a similar 
figure, est

A committee of inspection was also elected 
to assist him in the administration ‘of the 
estate.

CHARITABLE. BODIES AND 


RELIEF. : 


In the Dublin Mansion House yesterday the 
Civics Institute of Ireland held a conference 
to consider the possibilities of co-operation 
between voluntary charitable organisations 
and statutory bodies in the administration of 
relief. Sir je R. O'Connell, LL.D., pre- 
sided, and there was a large attendance. 

The Chairman, in opening the proceedings, 
referred to the urgency of the housing ques- 
tion and the necessity for attempting a solu- 
tion. Dublin, he said, held one of the worst 
records in relation to the insanitary and 
appalling conditions under which the r 


were housed. This was the root of the whole | 


roblem, and until something could be done | 
b ! to be provided for the loca 


y combination—Government help and volun- 
tary effort—any attempt at reform in the 
housing of the poor would have little hope of 
success. 

Another point of importance was the need 
for co-operation of charitable effort, except 
as regards the hospitals of Dublin, which 
stood alone.. He regarded as important the 
co-ordination of charitable agencies, which 
would enable the unemployed to obtain em- 
ployment more easily, secure for the sick pro- 
ed treatment until they are restored to 
ealth, and provide for the dependents of the 
bread-winner or the mother of. the family 
when sick. These objects could be attained 
by closer union between societies: which re- 
lieve the poor, those which provide hospital! 
and sanatoria treatment, and those which 
provide for after care.

LAUNCHED IN BELFAST, 


The twin-screw motor vessel Glenshiel, 
built to the order of the Glen Line,. Ltd., was 
successfully launched yesterday by Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff, Ltd., Belfast. The 
rincipal dimensions are 485 feet by 62 feet 
y 39 feet 6 inches, with a gross tonnage of 
9,500. 

The new vessel has three complete steel 
decks, together with poop, bridge and fore- 
castle. There are seven watertight bulk- 
heads, and the double bottom, which extends 
fore and aft, is arranged to carry water 
ballast and oil fuel, as well as fresh water, 
piston-couling water and _ lubricating oil. 
Accommodation is provided for passengers in 
a steel house on the boat deck forward. The 
machinery throughout the vessel is electrically 
driven, including the steering gear.
